SEW MEXICO. 


Tne Wonders of That Tmltory. 


SANTA FB, N. M.,

KUITORS REPUBLICAN : This Terri- 


tory, one of the last to be developed, 
wait one of the first lo be discovered 
and occupied by Europeans. While 
the entire Atlantic seaboard was in the 
posRcation of the Indian, the Spaniard) 
were ascending the Rio Grinde, sub 
verting a civilization far superior to 
that of ihe aborigines of New Kngland, 
founding settlements more ancient than 
those of Plymouth or St. Augustine, 
and building churches older than the 
oldest in MassaohusetU or Virginia. 
Royal officers issued in New Mexico 
decrees in the name of the King of 
Spain before Bradford and Carver were 
born, and built on the pnblio Plaza of 
Santa PC, a palace still standing, which 
ante-dates every other vestige of royal- 
ty in the land. 
If priority of settle- 


ment were oi itself sufficient to com- 
mand respect New Mexico might chal- 
lenge it from every State in the Union. 
The climate, soil and production of this 
Territory are truly wonderful. 


Listen a moment, if you please, 


while I tell yon what New Mexico is, 
according to the representation of all 
classes of travelers on business for the 
Government or otherwise public or pri- 
vate business or pleasure, as well as 
of those born and raised here. New 
Mexico contains 121,200 square miles 
—or a little leas than 78,000,000 acres

The sacks in which griin is brought 


to market are made of dry .hides, and 
bold two and a half bushels each, this 
being a Mexican measure called a 
fenegu. 
If 300 bushels of wheat are 


to come to market, sixty burros are 
brought out and each loaded with two 
sacks, or five bushels, and are then 
driven like a fiocL ol geese or sheep. If 
the distance is too great to be made in 
a day, the burros are allowed to pick 
what they can find at night, but are 
never fed anything. 
Here in Santa Fe 


they find excellent picking, ashes, tin 
cans and shavings in abundance. If they 
don't eat these things no one knows 
what they do winter on, for their own- 
ers never store a spear ot fodder or ear 
of corn for their sustenance. Wood 
and corn fodder, fastened to the pack- 
saddle by raw-hide ropes, are brought 
in the same way grain is. Apricots, 
apples, pears, grapes, peaches and mel- 
ons are carried in boxes on these patient 
little creatures. 


It is amusing lo see a herd of burros 


being loaded with heavy bales of mer- 
chandise. The animal is pushed up 
near the pack ; a Mexican then catches 
him by his feet and throws him over on 
his side; the burro raises partly up, 
and tuoking his four feet under him, 
lies like a cow, waiting for his load. 
\Vhen the burden is thrown-aoross him, 
the driver, spuing the animal by the 
tail, shouts, and beats with one hand, 
while he lifts the donkey on hia feet 
with the other. Sometimes it nee mi 
as if the back bones mast pull out.
